Nerva's  sestertii  of  97  AD  are  extraordinary  for  recording  three  popular 
reforms  of  abuses  of  Domitian:  Milder  administration  of  the  Jewish  Temple 
Tax  (FISCI  IVDAICI  CALUMNIA  SUBLATA),  remission  to  Italy  of  the 
expenses  of  the  Imperial  Post  (VEHICVLATIONE  ITALIAE  REMISSA)  and, 
as  on  our  coin,  "The  fixing  of  supplies  of  grain  for  the  Plebs  of  Rome." 
Since  free  distribution  of  grain  had  begun  in  the  late  Republic  and  under 
Augustus  and  certainly  cannot  have  been  interrupted  by  Domitian,  we  do
